The Trial of Wilson H. 
of Hyde County, 
of Murder—His Acquittal. 

The Washington Necho gives the 
following account of the trial and ac- 
quittal in Hyde county last week of 
Wilson H. Esq., charged with 


Lucas, Esq. 
Upon the Charge 


the murder, on the th of October, 


1873, of Wm. Dy Ballance. Says the 
Echo: 

The case was taken up last Wed- 
nesday morning, when the accused 
announced himself ready for trial 
and placed himself upon his God and 
country. A special venire of one 
hundred having been summoned, in 
addition to the original panel, the fol- 
lowing jurors were selected: Thos. J. 
Marshail, Jas. B. Davis, Wm. B. 
Smith, Martin V. Ball, Jas. R. Fisher, 
Jr., Jesse Gennett, Jr,, Benj. East- 
wood, John E. Credle, Wm. O. Jor- 
dan, Geo. V. Credle, Arthur G. Tooly 
and Adrian Eastwood. The Solicitor 
and John H. 1 7 Esq , of 
Newbern, appeared for the State, and 
Gen. Ransom, Col. Carter, Major 
Latham, and Messrs. Satterthwaite, 
Brown, Sparrow and Sheppard in be- 
half of the prisoner. Our business 
engagements necessitated our absence 
after Friday, and, up to the time of 
— the * was busily en- 
gaged in examining’ witnesses, We 
are, consequently, unable in this issue 
to give those interested in the trial 
the benefit of the evidence as aceept- 
ed by the Court. The tragedy arose 


| from a family feud, as we are inform- 


ed, caused by the marri of Lucas 
to a daughter-in-law of Mr. Ballance. 
It seems that Ballance was the 
guardian of the young lady, who had 
property amounting to ten or twelve 


thousand dollars, and his settlement 


with her proving unsatisfactory to 
Lucas after the marriage, he entered 
suit for the recovery of the real estate, 
which (as he alleges) Ballance had 
had conveyed to himself in the settle- 
ment, in which he paid her in old 
notes, which, afterwards, proved to be 
insolvent. Ballance thinking the suit 
would go against him, withdrew, giv- 
ing up the deeds. This seemed to im- 
bitter him very much against Lucas, 
and the friends of the latter allege that 
he not only taunted him on every oe- 
casion, but made repeated attempts to 
provoke Lucas into a personal en- 
counter, aud so far succeeded on one 
occasion at Swan Quarter that an 
affray took place. In the trial Bal- 
Jance was convicted, and from this 
date we are told he entertained a 
deadly enmity against Lueas. Sever- 
al of the witnesses testified that after 
this he went about the neighborhood 
armed, making frequent threats 
against his life, saying on one occa- 
sion “if he could cateh him in a cer- 
tain swamp (which adjoined the lands 
of both) that he would leave him 
there.“ Their plantations unfortun- 
ately adjoined, and on the morning 
on which the homicide took place, 
Lucas, with oxen and cart, went 
down to alane leading through the 
Jand to put up a gate. When Bal- 
iance discovered the team on the 
point of passing through, he angrily 
rushed into the road, and forbade 
further passing. Lucas politely in- 
formed him that he was going to put 


he intended to pass rough. 
Mr. Joseph Simmons happened along 
just at this point, and called for room 
to pass. Lucas directed the driver 
to move to one side, and after Sim- 
mons passed, to proceed. He obeyed 
the directions. Ballance then ad- 
vanced towards Lucas with a drawn 
knife uplifted in his hands, saying 
„he would die and goto h—!1 alive 
first.“ Lucas was at the rear end of 
the cart, and looking for something 
with which to defend himself, the 
first thing his eyes fell upon was a 
gun, which his companion, Mr. 
Adams, bad placed in the cart that 
morning for the purpose of shooting 
any game they might see on the 
road. Lucas did not know the gun 
wus there, as several witnesses testi- 
fied, but was making for a spade, 
which had been brought along to 
use in putting up the gate. Lucas 
immediately seized the gun and 
fired upon Ballanee just as he 
reached the yoke of oxen on the 
right side, lodging the shot in his ab- 
domen, from which death instantly 
ensued. The lawyers expected to 
tinish the evidence on Saturday, and 
give the case to the jury on Tuesday, 
taking Monday for thes hes. As 
far as we were able to learn, public 
scutiment was in Lucas’ favor, and a 
verdict of ‘‘justifiable homicide’ is 
expected ; in fact, the Solicitor conce- 
ded to us an acquital. Our statement 
has been derived ffom the evidence 
we heard before leaving and conver- 
sations with numbers of citizens. 
Lucas is a prominent citizen of the 
county—has represented it in the 
Legis:ature, was a gallant soldier, and 
is generally considered a high-toned 
ccntieman. Wetruly trust he will 
be acquitted, because we believe him 
inpoeeat of the heinous crime charg- 
ed against him.
